six district schools, it has been said 
thai these branch 
schools 
are 
not 
needed, that th**y are an unnecessary 
burden upon tin- tax payers and that 
have no proper place in our scheme 
of education. If this be true, it is very 
unfortunate that the 
movement 
in 
favor ot such schools is growing so 
rapidly throughout all 
the 
agricul­ 
tural states of the Union. Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and 
Virginia 
ave established a number of such 
schools. Maine has appointed a leg­ 
islative 
commission 
to 
report 
on 
ways and means of promoting agri­ 
cultural education in rural districts 
of the state; In 1911. a bill 
passed 
both houses of the Missouri legisla­ 
ture authorizing the establishment of 
county Agricultural schools through­ 
out the state. 
The state of Georgia 
bas 
eleven 
district 
agricultural 
schools supported by the state; Mis- 
ippi 
has 
twenty-four; 
in 
1910, 
Louisiana was supporting 
seventeen 
and in 1911 she had added eight more 
making twenty-five in all. 
Alabama 
has maintained 
fourteen 
of 
these 
schools during the past

years 
and recently she has built nine new 
ones. The movement is abroad in the 
land and there is a valid reason for 
it.
